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The Middle East Multilateral (MEM), having originated from the Oslo II peace accords, support 
initiatives aimed at promoting greater technical cooperation between Arab and Israeli parties. MEM 
programs support ongoing joint programs that continue to provide rare opportunities for Arab and 
Israeli officials and technical experts to meet and discuss critical issues on a regular basis. Through 
these projects, Israeli and Arab participants have developed strong, sustained working relationships, 
while addressing issues of common interest and focusing on issues of critical importance to the 
region such as water, the environment, renewable energy, health, and economic development. 
These discussions aim to advance a regional approach to sustainable development in a region under 
critical environmental stress in a way that facilitates broader cooperation and reduces the potential 
for conflict. 
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
